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The special report of the Statistician on tuberculosis in the twenty- 
four cities possessing freeholders’ charters is deserving of careful study. 
Our great present need is provision for the early segregation of i. 
consumptives who are still in the beginning stages of their disease, in 
order that we may train them to intelligently fight their battle and to 
form fixed habits of destroying all their sputum all the time. These two 
essentials in the control of tuberculosis can only be compassed by a gen- 
eral education of the public and the establishment of an adequate 
number of tuberculosis training camps. These camps are just as neces- 
sary in fighting consumption as are militia encampments in developing 
an effective army for fighting human foes. 

It is encouraging to note the steady growth of associations for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis. In addition to the membership 
of the National and the State organizations, many of our cities now 
have active growing local societies for fighting consumption. Among 
the cities are: Los Angeles, Redlands, San Diego, Oakland, Pasadena, 
Santa Ana, San Francisco, Sierra Madre. Sacramento, Stockton, and 
Riverside. 

The San Francisco Society owns its own clinic and hospital building. 
The Stockton Society is maintaining a day camp for the city con- 
sumptives. The White Crusaders of Sacramento have purchased and 
equipped a hospital camp in a beautiful location in Northern California. 
Riverside and Pasadena societies are trying to get their cities to provide 
desirable isolation hospitals for their imported indigent consumptives. 

These are but types of the movement against the disease. The efforts 
of these societies need to be correlated, and State and Federal aid must 
be enlisted before we shall make permanent progress against the enemy, 
which by its persistent guerrilla warfare is costing us far more in lives 
and money than all our human. wars have cost. 


The discovery of bubonic plague among the sini of Contra Costa 
County is the subject of keen interest to scientists because there is no 
precedent upon which to base investigations or outline methods of 
control. But to the public the presence of plague among the squirrels is 
fraught with possibilities of the gravest danger to life and commerce. 
Such problems as this are beyond the administrative and financial 
resources of any single state and rightly belong in the province of the 
United States Government. Our State and country authorities are 
most fortunate in obtaining the codperation and leadership of the 
Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service in solving this problem. 


The Sanitation Exhibit completed its initial two months’ trip on July 
3d. Every part of the State was visited and approximately 55,000 
people visited the car. The newspapers everywhere gave encouragement 
to the work. This trip was arranged to test out the value of the exhibit 
as a means of general education against consumption and the other 
prevalent communicable diseases. The interest shown by the public 
seems to justify the continuance of the movement, and arrangements 
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have been completed for an itinerary to cover the next six months. 
It will go first to Berkeley, where it will be used in several of the summer 
school courses of instructions. It will then go to San Diego, to be 


similarly used by the State Normal Schools. Its subsequent movements 
will be published later. 


The State Board of Health has two objects i in view in publishing the 
Bulletin. 

First, to distribute in an accessible and accurate form the statistical 
data gathered every month relative to births, marriages, and deaths ; 

Second, to add to these facts such explanatory comments and articles 
as may serve to make the statistics more readable. | 

In addition to these it 1s occasionally possible to print such excellent 


special articles as the recent one on the Association for the Study and 
prevention of Syphilis and Gonorrhea. 


The Secretary will greatly appreciate any suggestions concerning 


ways and means of making the Bulletin of the widest use to the citizens 
of California.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CALIFORNIA CITIES. 


Tuberculosis as a cause of death is more prevalent in the cities than 
in the rural districts of California; for in the twenty-four cities havin 
freeholders’ charters no less than ‘15. 0 per cent of the deaths in 1908 
were from tuberculosis, as compared with 14.1 per cent for all the rest 
of the State, an excess of 0.9 in the per cent for cities. The exact 
figures are given in the following table:

Eight cities show. per cents above the average of 15.0, as follows: Pasa- 
dena, 30.3; San Bernardino, 26,3; Riverside, 21.1; Los Angeles, 18.7; 
San. Diego, 17.8; Watsonville, 17.5; Fresno, 16.7; and Stockton, 16.6. 

_ Eleven cities have less than the average number.of deaths from. tuber- 
culosis, but show more than one tenth of all deaths to be due to this 
cause. In decreasing order, they are as follows: San Jose, San Fran- 
cisco, Salinas, Eureka, Santa Barbara, Sacramento, Oakland, Santa 
Rosa, Berkeley, Napa, and Santa Cruz.

Several of the cities of Southern California show a large per cent of 
deaths among residents who have been in California less than a year. To 
this group belong 25.6 per cent of the tuberculosis deaths in Riverside ; 
24.8 per cent in Pasadena; 20.8 per cent in San Diego; 17.4 per cent in 
San Bernardino; and 13.3 per cent in Los Angeles. In the whole twenty- 
four chartered cities 8.7 per cent of all deaths from tuberculosis 
occurred among citizens of less than one year’s residence. 

Moreover, 22.4 per cent of the deaths from tuberculosis occurring in 
these twenty-four cities were among citizens who had been in the State 
from one to nine years. It is an interesting deduction from the pre- 
ceding table that 77.0 per cent of the deaths from tuberculosis in Pasa- 
dena in 1908 occurred among residents who had been in California less 
than ten years. Similarly, the following per cents hold for other cities: 
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Riverside, 69.8; San Diego, 57.6; San Bernardino, 55.1; and Los 
Angeles, 44.7.

It should be noted in connection with this table that the relatively low 
per cent of deaths among native Californians in the cities (of Southern 
California) showing the highest proportion of deaths from tuberculosis 
is more apparent than real. Comparatively few native Californians die 
from tuberculosis or from any other disease in these cities of Southern 
California, where the great bulk of the inhabitants was born in other 
states. 


VITAL STATISTICS FOR JUNE. 


Marriages.—The marriages reported for June number 2,511, and, for 
an estimated State population of 2,037,929, represent an annual rate of 
15.0, against 10.1 for May. The June weddings in 1908 totaled only 
2 251; in 1907, 2,366; and in 1906, 2,342. 

The monthly totals were highest ‘for the following counties: Los 
Angeles, 563 ; San Francisco, 444; Alameda, 281; Sacramento and Santa 
Clara, each 93 - Orange, 90; Marin. 82 ; San Diego, 76; Fresno, 74; San 
Bernardino, 60; and San Joaquin, 59. 

The aggregate for San Francisco and the other bay counties (Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Marin, and San Mateo) was 858. 


Births.—¥For June there were reported 2,517 living births, represent- 
ing an annual birth-rate of 15.0, as compared with 14.4 for the pre- 
ceding month. The total for the corresponding month last year was 
2,387. 

The totals were highest for the following counties: San Francisco, 
094; Los Angeles, 5385; Alameda, 356; Santa Clara, 96; Fresno, 75; Sac- 
ramento, 70; and Riverside, 67. 

Altogether, 1,562 births were registered in the twenty-five freeholders’ 
charter cities, the leading cities being as follows: San Francisco, 594; 
Los Angeles, 332; Oaklarid, 173; Berkeley, 99; Sacramento, 39; Ala- 
meda, 38; San J ose, 35 ; Pasadena, 31; Fresno, 30 - ; Long Beach, 29 ; San 
Diego, 28 and Riverside. 25, 

The aggregate for San Francisco and the transbay cities (Alameda, 
Berkeley, and Oakland) was 904, and for San Francisco and the other 
bay counties was 1,013. Similarly, the total for Los Angeles and neigh- 
boring chartered cities (Long Beach, Pasadena, and Santa Monica) 
was 398, and for the entire county was 535. 


Deaths.—Altogether 2,536 deaths, exclusive of stillbirths, were re- 
ported for June, the annual death-rate being 15.1, against 14.9 for the 
month before. The total for the corresponding month last year was 2, 908. 
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The death totals were highest for the following counties: Los Angeles, 
527; San Francisco, 478; Alameda, 266; Santa Clara, 101; Sacramento, 
91; San J oaquin, 81: San Bernardino, 7 6; Fresno, 66 San Diego, D9 ; 
and Napa, 92. 
here were altogether 1,371 deaths in the twenty-five freeholders’ 
charter cities, the highest totals being as follows: San Francisco, 478; 
Los Angeles, 328; Oakland, 146; San Diego, 49; Sacramento, 42; Pasa- 
dena, 31; . Berkeley, 30 ; San J ose, 28; Stockton, 27 and Riverside, 26. 

The aggregate for the urban district (San Francisco and the trans- 
bay cities) was 676, and for the enitre metropolitan area (San Francisco 
and the other bay counties) was 809. Similarly, the total for Los 
Angeles and neighboring chartered cities was 384, and for the whole 
county was 927. 


Causes of Death—lIn June there were 377 deaths, or 14. 9 per cent of 
all, from diseases of the circulatory system, and 349. or 13.8 per cent, 
from various forms of tuberculosis, heart disease thus leading tubercu- 
losis as in May. 


Other notable causes of death in June were violence, 317; dinelies <= 


the digestive system, 282; diseases of the nervous system. 229 : diseases 
of the respiratory system, 181; cancer, 166; Bright’s disease and 
nephiritis, 140; and epidemic diseases, 119. 

Typhoid fever, as usual, led among ‘epidemic diseases with 32 deaths, 
against 30 for whooping-cough, 16 for diphtheria and croup, 11 each 
for measles and searlet. fever, and 19 for all other epidemic diseases.

FOOD INSPECTION DECISION 108. 


IMPORTATION OF COFFEE. 


The Department has recently investigated the sale and shipment, within the juris- 
diction of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, of decomposed, imperfect and 
damaged coffee. A public hearing on this subject was held by the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection on December 15, 1908, at which an opportunity to be heard was 
given to the trade and to the public. | ) 

As a result of the investigation and the evidence adduced at the hearing, it is 
announced that the product ordinarily known as “Black Jack,” consisting of rotten 
or decomposed berries, is regarded by the Department as injurious to health, and the 
Food and Drugs Act forbids its shipment or sale within the jurisdiction of the said 
act. Coffee which is damaged by water during shipment, or which has acquired a 
permanently: offensive odor because of its proximity to hides or other material of 
objectionable odor, is considered by the Department to come within the phrase ‘“‘filthy, 
decomposed, or putrid,” within the meaning of that phrase as used in the Food and 
Drugs Act, and its shipment or sale as hereinbefore stated is, therefore, held to be 
forbidden. Immature berries, ordinarily known as “Quakers,” are dead beans with- 
out pronounced smell or taste... They have not the characteristics of coffee, and, in 
the opinion of the Department, their shipment or sale as coffee within the jurisdic- 
tion of the act is in violation thereof. | | 

It is recognized that the ordinary coffees of commerce usually contain small quan- 
tities of these inhibited products, and no action will be taken in regard to the shipment 
or sale of the recognized grades of coffees of commerce because of the small amount 
of these substances which may be present. In determining the present action of the 
Department on any particular lot as to whether it contains more than the ordinary 
small quantities of the inhibited products, coffee graded as No. 8, on the New York 
Coffee Exchange, will be taken as a standard. 

Screenings consisting of inferior or broken berries, of stones, sticks, dirt, etc., 
should not be sold as coffee even in a ground condition. This product should be desig- 
nated as “Coffee screenings.” 


Since the publication of the last Bulletin, several notices of judgment 
from the United States Department of Agriculture have been received. 
The facts in each ease are briefly outlined below. Complete copies 
of each and all of the notices of judgment will be mailed to any one 
interested, upon application to the Director of the State Laboratory of 
the University of California, Berkeley, Calif. 


No. 56. Misbranding of Lemon Extract. (As to Presence of Oil of Lemon.) 


The following is a statement of facts upon which the case was based: 

On July 24, 1907, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture purchased from 
J. P. Herman, Owensboro, Ky., samples of a so-called extract labeled ‘Cumberland 
Mfg. Co.’s Swan Brand concentrated flavoring of lemon, oil lemon and citral, veg. 
color, for flavoring ice cream, jellies, custards, pastry, &c., prepared by Cumberland 
Mfg. Co., Nashville, Tenn.’’ The carton in which the bottles were incased was labeled 
‘Concentrated flavor of lemon, oil lemon & citral,’”’ and on the side of this carton 
appeared the statement that Swan Brand flavors “are made from high-grade material 
ky the most approved and scientific methods, and like all other goods put up under this 
trade mark, are of the highest possible grades, combining purity, excellence, strength 
and hygienic qualities for the price.”” The lot from which these samples were taken 
had been shipped by the Cumberland Manufacturing Company from Nashville, Tenn., 
to the F. T. Gunther Grocery Co., Owensburg, Ky., and that company, acting as 
distributors for the Cumberland Manufacturing Company, had delivered the goods 
to the retail dealer, J. P. Herman. One of the samples was analyzed in the Bureau 
of perry of the Department of Agriculture, and the following results obtained 
and stated: | 


A comparison of the standard with the analysis above stated, taken in conjunction 
with the representations on the label, clearly indicated that the claims made on the 
labels on the bottles and cartons were grossly false, misleading, and deceptive, and 
in violation of section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. | 
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No. 57. Misbranding of Canned Apples. (Underweight. ) 


The facts in the case were as. follows: 


On or abqut September 24, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture 
located in the possession of Hulman and Company, Terre Haute, Ind., 400 cases of 
canned apples, more or less, the cases and the individual cans contained therein being 
labeled “Erie Choice Winter Apples distributed by Erie Preserving Company, 
Buffalo, New York, San Francisco, California, net weight 30 to 34 ounces.” The 
goods had been shipped by the Erie Preserving Co., from Buffalo, N. Y., to Hulman 
and Company, Terre Haute, Ind., on November 30, 1907. A number of the cans 
were weighed by the inspector with the result that the net weight was found to vary 
from 234 to 2844 ounces. As the claim was made on the label that the net weight 


of the cans was from 380 to 34 ounces, the goods were misbranded in violation of 
section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act. : 


No. 58. Adulteration and Misbranding of Oats. (As to Presence of Barley. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: | : 

On October 12, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture found in the 
possession of Lewis & Adcock, Knoxville, Tenn., a carload of an animal food purpoet- 
ing to be mixed oats; the lot had been invoiced and shipped to that firm on Qctober 
9, 1908, as “No. 2 mixed oats,” by the Bartlett Commission Co., East St. Louis, Ill. 

An examination of a sample from the shipment in question was made in the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, with the result that it was found 
to consist of 75 per cent of oats and 25 per cent of barley by weight. 

It was apparent that the lot in question was both adulterated and misbranded 
within the meaning of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. Accordingly, 
on October 13, 1908, the Secretary of Agriculture reported the facts to the United 
States attorney for the eastern district of Tennessee and libel for seizure and con- 
demnation under section 10 of the act was duly filed. : 


No. 59. Adulteration and Misbranding of Lithia Water. (Basic Lithia Water.) 


The facts in the case were as follows: | | 

On or about November 9, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture 
found in the possession of Otis H. Wood, Washington, D. C., 96 bottles of water, 
each of which was labeled and branded: “Basic lithia water, natural carbonic spring 
water, Basic, Virginia. Uric acid solvent. A pure, light, freestone, lithia water. 
Invaluable as a constant and exclusive drinking water, and in the prevention and 
cure of rheumatism, gout, malaria, typhoid fever, and diseases of the kidneys, liver, 
blood, and nerves. 

Several samples of the water were subjected to chemical and bacteriological analysis 
and examination in the Bureau of Chemistry in the Department of Agriculture, and 
it was found that the water did not contain enough lithia in 2,000 grams to give. a 
spectroscopic test; the amount of lithia present was not weighable, and if present 
in a quantity appreciable at all, was estimated to be less than one-hundredth parts 
per -million. According to the United States Pharmacopeia, a dose of lithium 
carbonate is seven and one-half grains, and on this basis it would require many 
thousand liters of the water seized to contain a medicinal dose. It was evident that 
the water did not contain a sufficient quantity of consistency of lithia to make it of 
value for medicinal purposes, and that the statement appearing on the label as to its 
efficacy in the prevention and cure of various diseases was false and misleading and 
in violation of section 8 of the act. The water was adulterated within the meaning 
of section 7 of the act for the reason that it contained the colon group of organisms, 
which are closely associated with and indicate fecal contamination, thereby rendering 
the water unfit for human consumption. 


No. 60. Adulteration and Misbranding of Buckwheat Flour. (As to Presence of 
| Wheat and Maize. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: | : 

On December 14, 1907, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture purchased 
from Tayler & Reynolds, Elkton, Md., samples of a product labeled and branded 
“Mounten Ready Prepared Buckwheat. Serial No. 289. Louis Horpel & Co., 
920-30 Clifford St., Balto., Md.” The goods had been packed and shipped by Louis 
Horpel & Company to the W. D. Mullen Company, Wilmington, Del., from which 
company they were purchased by said Tayler & Reynolds. One of the samples was 
subjected to analysis in the Bureau of Chemistry, in the Department of Agriculture, 
and it was found to consist of a mixture of buckwheat, wheat, and maize. 

In “Standard of Purity for Food Products” established under authority of the act 
of March 3, 1903, and published as Circular 19 of the Office of the Secretary of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, buckwheat flour is defined as follows: 


Buckwheat flour is bolted buckwheat meal and contains not more than 
twelve (12) per cent of moisture, not less than one and twenty-eight hun- 
dredths (1.28) per cent of nitrogen, and not more than one and seventy- 
five (1.75) per cent of ash. 
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It was evident that the gota was both adulterated and misbranded within the 
meaning of sections 7 and 8 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, adulterated 
because it purported to be a flour made of buckwheat, when, in fact, other sub- 
stances, namely, wheat and corn products, had been substituted in part fer buckwheat 
flour, thereby reducing and lowering its quality and strength. It was misbranded 


because labeled and sold as buckwheat flour, whereas it was a mixture of buckwheat: 
wheat, and maize. | . | 


No. 61. Misbranding of Vinegar. (As to Location and Name of Manufacturer. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: 


On or about January 5, 1909, an inspector of the United States Department of 
Agriculture found in the possession of the Spence-Nunnamaker Co., Richmond, Va., 15 
barrels of vinegar, each barrel being labeled on the head end “Old Southern Syrup 
Vinegar, Spence-Nunnamaker Co., Richmond, Va.,’’ and on the other end “Guar- 
anteed under the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, No. 19610. Natural Color.” 
The vinegar had been shipped by the Baltimore Manufacturing Company, Baltimore, 
Md., to the Spence-Nunnamaker Co., Richmond, Va., on December 31, 1908. The 
product was misbranded within the meaning of section 8 of the act, because labeled 
iff a manner which represented its manufacture by the Spence-Nunnamaker Co., at 
Richmond, Va., whereas as a matter of fact the vinegar was manufactured by the 


Baltimore Manufacturing Company, at Baltimore, Md. 


No. 62. Misbranding of Vinegar. (As to Location and Name of Manufacturer. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: 


On or about January 6, 1909, an inspector of the United States Department of 
Agriculture found in the possession of E. A. Saunders’ Sons’ Co., Richmond, Va., 50 
barrels and 25 half-barrels of vinegar, each barrel being labeled on the head end 
“Monarch Brand Syrup, Natural Color, Vinegar. E. A. Saunders’ Sons’ Co.,’”’ and 
on the other end “Guaranteed under the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906, 
No. 19610.”" The vinegar had been shipped by the Baltimore Manufacturing Com- 
pany from Baltimore, Md., to the E. A. Saunders’ Sons’ Co.,on December 28, 1908. 
The product was misbranded within the meaning of the act because labeled in a 
manner which represented its manufacture by the E. A. Saunders’ Sons’ Co., at 
Richmond, Va., whereas, as a matter of fact, the vinegar was manufactured by the 
Baltimore Manufacturing Company, in Baltimore, Md. 


No. 63. Misbranding of Canned Corn. (Underweight. ) ay 


The facts in the case were as follows: ‘i , 

On or about January 13, 1909, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture 
found in the possession of The Plummer Mercantile Company, of Denver, Colo., 
four hundred cases of canned corn which had been packed, and shipped to it by the 
Grand Island Canning Company, of Grand Island, Nebr. The shipping cases, each 
of which contained twenty-four cans, were labeled and branded ‘2 Doz. 2 Lbs. 
Standard Quality Sugar Corn. Packed by Grand Island Canning Co., Grand Island, 
Nebraska,”’ and each can also bore the following: ‘‘Dutchess High Grade Sugar Corn. 
Grand Island Canning Co., Grand Island, Nebraska.” A number of the cans were 


weighed by the inspector, and the average gross weight per can was found to be 1 
pound 8 ounces. | 


No. 64. Misbranding of Canned Apples. (Underweight. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: | 

On or about September 14, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture 
found in the possession of Joseph A. Goddard & Company, of Muncie, Ind., 70 cases 
of canned apples labeled ‘2 doz. 3 Ib. Moss Rose Brand Apples. Packed by the 
Elyria Canning Company, Elyria, Lorain County, Ohio.” No statement of weight 
was made upon any of the individual cans. The goods had been packed and shipped 
to Joseph A. Goddard & Company by the Elyria Canning Company, Elyria, Ohio. 
A number of the cans were weighed by the inspector, with the result that the average 


gross weight of each can was found to be from 2 pounds 3.75 ounces to,2 pounds 
6.25 ounces. wie 


No. 65. Misbranding of Beer. (As to Quantity of Alcohol. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: 

On November 4, 1908, Dr. S. J. Crumbine, secretary of the State board of health 
of Kansas, acting under authorization of the Secretary of the United States 
Department of Agriculture in accordance with regulation 3 of the rules and regula- 
tions for the enforcement the and Drugs Act J 
from the sheriff of Harvey County, Kans., in pursuance of an order of cour er : 
seven barrels labeled “Kind, H. O. B.; No. A949; Fargo; CROWNS: CROCKERY 
for Rim Conrad, Newton, Kans., H. O. B. L. 8.” (in pencil) “(1) (9), 9-26,” and 
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filled with bottles labeled and branded ‘“Hop-On. HB. (No. 11) Heim Brewery, 
Branch of the Kansas City Breweries Co. A mild beer, containing 1.82 per cent of 
alcohol. Guaranteed to comply with the Pure Food & Drugs Act of June 30, 1906, 
and Kansas Pure Food Law.” This beer had been shipped by the Heim Brewing 
Company from Missouri to, Newton, Kans., and was confiscated and ordered destroyed 
by the court in case of State of Kansas v. Conrad et al. A number of samples was 
subjected to analysis by a collaborating chemist of the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture, with the result that alcohol was found to be present in 
quantity varying from 4.41 per cent to 4.78 per cent. 


No. 66. Misbranding and Adulteration of Stock Feed. (As to Presence of Ground 
Corn Cobs, Etc. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows: 


On or about June 15, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture found 
in course of transportation a consignment of 500 bags, weighing 80 pounds each, 
of a stock feed, 250 bags of which were labeled and branded “Mixed ( ran) Feed. 
Made from pure winter wheat bran and ground ear corn,” and the remaining 250 
pags, ““Mixed (Middling) Feed. Made from pure winter wheat middlings and ground 
ear corn.’’ The feed had been shipped and consigned to D. P. Reid and Brother, 
Norfolk, Va., by The Capital Grain and Mill Company of Nashville, Tenn., on 
June 13, 1907. Samples of the feed were submitted to analysis in the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, and the results showed that the product 
consisted of a wheat product, probably middlings, and ground corn cobs, and only a 
trace of ground corn kernels. It was evident, therefore, that the feed was adulterated 


and misbranded in violation of sections 7 and 8 of the Food and Drugs Act of 
June 30, 1906. | | 


No. 67. Misbranding of Butter. (As to Name and Location of Manufacturer. ) 

The facts in the case were as follows 

On or about December 8, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture 
found in the possession of The Fox River Butter Company, at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
13 boxes of butter labeled ‘“‘White Clover Brand Butter. The Elgin Butter Company, 
Elgin, Illinois.”” Each box or shipping case contained 60 packages of 1 pound each, 
labeled and branded “‘White Clover Brand Butter. The Elgin Butter Company, 
Elgin, Illinois. This famous butter is made in the only and original Elgin (Tllinois) 
Creameries, established 1870. We created the name of Elgin Butter and established 
its reputation throughout the United States.’ The butter had been manufactured 
at Elba, Wis., by Gus H. Weber, and was shipped by him from said city to The Fox 
River Butter Company, Cincinnati, Ohio. It was evident, therefore, that the labels 


on the shipping boxes and on the packages of goods were grossly false, misleading, 


and deceptive, and in violation of section 8 of the act. 


No. 68. Misbranding of Whisky. (As to Presence of Whisky. ) 


The facts in the case were as follows 

Investigation by an inspector of the United States Department of Agriculture of 
the distillery of the Louisiana Distillery Company at New Orleans, La., disclosed that 
for several years prior thereto the distillery had produced no spirit made from grain 
mash, but only a product from molasses and water. Subsequent to this investigation, 
and during the month of November, 1907, evidence was procured that the Louisiana 
Distillery Company had shipped 50 barrels of whisky from New Orleans to A. L. 
Webb & Sons, Baltimore, Md., by whom they were received on the 16th day of that 
month. Wach barrel was branded “Bourbon Whiskey.” In addition to the evidence 
procured by the aforesaid inspector, the dump sheets in the possession of the 
collector of internal revenue for the New Orleans district disclosed that the so-called 
whisky was a product of fermented molasses. It was apparent, therefore, that the 
article was not Bourbon whisky, and that the branding of it as such was false, 
misleading, and deceptive within the meaning of section 8 of the Food and Drugs 
Act. Accordingly, on November 25, 1907, the Secretary of Agriculture reported 
the facts to the United States attorney for the district of Maryland, who forthwith 


filed a libel for seizure and condemnation of the so-called whisky, with the result 
hereinbefore stated. 


No. 82. Misbranding of Drug Preparations. (Mme. Yale’s Skin Food, Etc.) 


The facts in the case were as follows ; 

On or about June 30, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agriculture found 
in the store of S. Kann Sons & Company, in Washington, D. C., a quantity of drug 
prepa rains which had been shipped to the said 8. Kann Sons & Company, from 

ew York, N. Y., on June 26 by Maude Yale Bishop Wilson. The consignment 
comprised seven distinct preparations labeled as hereinbefore stated in the libel 
filed in the case. Samples of the said several preparations were obtained by the

Department of Agriculture and subjected to analyses in the Bureau of Chemistry 
in said Department. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Excelsior Skin Food” dis- 
closed that it consisted of 76.5 per cent of vaselin, which was mixed with fixed oi] 
or fat and zinc oxid, colored with a pink dye, and perfumed. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled ““Mme. Yale’s Excelsior Fruitcura” dis- 
closed that it consisted of 76.97 per cent of volatile matter (largely water with 
16.66 per cent of alcohol by volume), 29.71 per cent of sugar, and small quantities of 
plant drugs. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled ‘‘Mme. Yale’s Fertilizer Tablets” dis- 
closed that the tablets were very largely composed of charcoal, compounded with 
potassium bicartrate and sugar. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Pxcelsior Hair Tonic” dis- 
closed that it consisted of 15.56 per cent of alcohol by weight, 82 per cent of water, 
and small amounts of glycerin, perfumed with bergamot oil. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Excelsior Complexion 
ag disclosed that it was mainly a saturated solution of borax in orange flower 
water 

The analysis of the preparation labeled ‘‘“Mme. .Yale’s Antiseptic’’ disclosed that 
it consisted of 97.6 per cent of volatile matter (16.96 per cent of alcohol by weight, 
4 per cent of formaldehyde, and water), 2.37 per cent of boric acid, and aromatics. — 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Blush of Youth” disclosed 
that it consisted of 56.15 per cent of volatile matter (6.30 per cent of alcohol by 
weight, and 49.85 per cent of water colored with a coal tar dye and perfumed), and 
about 43.85 per cent of glycerin. 

By comparison of the analyses with the statements on the labels and circulars 
inclosed with the several preparations, it was apparent that these statements were 
false, misleading, and deceptive, and the preparations misbranded within the meaning 
of section 8 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. 
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
